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HIGCINSON CAPTURES 
PILLSBURY'S. SQUADRON 


Attacking Fleet Surrenders Un- 
conditionally to the De- 
fending Admiral. 


On the Fourth Night the Naval 
Strategy Game Is Ended Off 
Thatcher’s Island, Mass. 


ROCKPORT, Mass., Aug. 24.—The naval 
search problem on the“"New England coast 
was terminated at 5:40 this morning by 
the signal ‘‘ Surrender; demand uncondi- 
tional,” from Rear Admiral Higginson’s 
flagship, and the reply ‘‘ Accept surren- 
der,” from the foretruck of the Prairie, 
Commander Pillsbury'’s flagship. 

The battle between the Blue, or defend- 
ing squadron, and the White, or attacking 
squadron, was thus quickly ended eight 
miles south of Thatcher's Island. The 
enemy had most signally failed to make a 
harbor, having for its objective Salem. A 
preponderance of fighting strength, rela- 
tively 64 points, represented by the battle- 
ships Kearsarge, Alabama, and Massachu- 
setts, Scorpion, and a torpedo boat, had 
overwhelmed the 45 points represented by 
the auxiliary cruisers Prairie, Panther, and 
Supply. 

To speak from a theoretic standpoint the 
White squadron was entirely destroyed by 
the guns of the defending battleships. Thus 
on the fourth night the game of naval 
strategy was brought to an end, it having 
covered a period of unceasing toil, sleepless 
nights of anxious and wearing vigil, and of 
grave uncertainty to its participants. 
destruction of Pillsbury’s squadron 
occurred this morning at a point 
just within the outer limit of Gloucester 
Harbor not over eight miles southerly from 
Thatcher's Island, off which had beer 
anchored since Wednesday, when the war 
game was declared opened, the three power- 
ful battleships of the Blue Squadron. 

The surrounding and “ putting out of ac- 
tion ” of the squadron in command of Com- 
mander Pillsbury was the culminating in- 
cident in one of the most interesting chap- 
ters of the peace history of the American 
Navy. For the placing in operation of ‘the 
manoeuvres of the warships off the coast 
of New England the navy had long pre- 
pared itself, and had long looked forward 
to them with keen anticipation. 

As planned by the naval authorities at 
Washington, two squadrons were to be put 
{nto the game, one the Blue, the defending 
fleet, and the other the White, to be a hos- 
tile fleet, bent upon effecting an anchorage 
in some unprotected harbor on the coast 
from Cape Elizabeth to Cape Cod, opposed 
all the time by the first-named fleet. This 
anchorage had to be maintained against the 
defenders for a period of six hours 

THE ATTACKING SQUADRON. 

Commander Pillsbury’s White Squadron 
consisted of the auxiliary cruisers Prairie, 
(flagship,) Panther, and Supply. The two 
first-named boats assigned 
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of Pillsbury this 
with three battleships, 
Scorpion and with a single torpedo boat 
had 64 points, so that the balance was 
against the attacking squadron. Through- 
out the mimic war, which closed to-day, 
there was placed in operation a system of 
coast defense which was admittedly of 
credit to those who engaged in it. 

The problem was so complicated that on 
the war vessels here to-night the week’s 
work is viewed with satisfaction for 
one reason, if for no other, that the squad- 
ron has had invaluable practice, 

The final event of these war moves was 
the sequence of many complicating devel- 
opments. 


The capture came at the end of a night } 


with rumors as to the location of 
attacking squadron. At 9:30 o'clock 
night three battleships of Higginson 
under way in a hurry and sailed to 
The intention was to move 
and if that had been car- 
ried out Admiral Higginson, as it later 
developed, would have unconsciously 
swung the balance of his fighting force to 
that end of the coast line, as Pillsbury 
had intended he should, but which was not 
done on account of heavy seas running 
outside Cape Elizabeth. 

Higginson, however, deflected his course 
back to Gloucester after a swing seaward, 
in response to a report that the enemy 
had not been sighted when it was believed 
she had been, but in the last hours of the 
night Pillsbury sailed toward Cape Ann 
from the outside, and, as it proved, right 
under the very guns of the defending squad- 
ron. Commander Pillsbury, when still out 
to sea, after manoeuvring, headeu straight 
for Salem harbor, but the desired vantage 
point was never reached.

The Barney’s commander was mystified, 
therefore, when, after rounding Straits- 
mouth, he saw no evidence of the pres- 
ence of the Kearsarge. On a hazard the 
Barney was steered southerly. After Hig- 
ginson’s ships had cruised up and down 
the coast they went to their anchorage off 
Thatcher's. 

At this time the officer on the deck of 
the Kearsarge was Lieut Ray Stone, with 
Midshipman William Dilworth Puleston as 
the junior officer in command. In con- 
trast to others the morning was clear and 
starbright.

EXODUS FROM YUKON REGION. 


The Greatest Ever Known Now in Prog- 
ress Since the Inward Rush of 
1897 and 1898.

TACOMA, Washington, Aug. 24.—The 
greatest exodus ever known from Yukon 
River points is now in progress. Not be- 
fore since the rush inward of 1897 and 1898 
have so many people been traveling the 700 
miles of stretch between Dawson and Skag- 
way. 

In two days last week 1,200 men started 
up the river. Five hundred had previously 
left, and not less than 1,500 more will come 
out between now and Sept. 15. There are 
several reasons for the exodus. It is 
hastened primarily by the fierce rate war 
on between steamboats of the White Pass 
Railway and the independent lines. Rates 
have been cut from $60 first class and $40 
second class to $18 and $9. 

Dawson has had a large surplus popula- 
tion all Summer. This included 600 men 
who went in expecting to get work on the 
Klondike mines railway to be constructed 
from Dawson up the Klondike creeks to- 
ward Stewart River. Surveys and prelim- 
inary work are going on, but construction 
work has been delayed by the non-comple- 
tion of financial arrangements in New 
York. Those workmen are now coming 
out rather than winter in the Yukon region. 

Dawson police have served notice on sev- 
| eral hundred men of questionable charac- 

ter that they must leave before the snow 

flies. Added to this throng are hundreds 

of men who have spent several Winters 
“inside,”” and are coming out to enjoy a 
milder climate during the Winter. 
The output of the Klondike district has 

dropped this Summer, the amount of gold 
shipped during May, June, and July being

He was Louis Zeigler of 
302 East Eighty-first Street, and not very 
many minutes before he had turned into 
the Speedway at One Hundred and Eighty- 
seventh Street. In some way his bay had 
taken fright almost as soon as his hoofs 
struck the soft ground of the Speedway, 
and Mr. Zeigler had lost control of him. 

In the space of a block the bay went 
plunging into another runabout, drawn by 
a black horse and driven by J. S. Gibson 
of 233 West Fifty-first Street. The shock 
sent Mr. Gibson flying into the road, and 
the black bolted with the empty and dam- 
aged runabout.

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SENATOR HANNA ABANDONS | 
EFFORTS 10 END STRIKE 


Can Do No More for the Miners, 
He Says. 


He Is of the Opinion the Strikers Will 
Not Give In While They 
Can Fight. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Aug. 24.—United States 
Senator Hanna arrived in Buffalo to-day 
from Niagara Falls. He was accompanied 
by his daughter, Miss Ruth Hanna, and 
her friend, Miss Phelps of Cleveland. They 
were on their way home to Cleveland from 
Niagara Falls. After a drive around the 
city they returned to Cleveland to-night on 


the boat. 
For the first time Senator Hanna stated 


the abandonment finally of all efforts to 
end the great coal strike. He said it sor- 
rewfully, for his sympathies are with the 
miners, and he believes the operators 
should meet them in arbitration. 

‘‘I have exhausted my efforts,’’ said 
Senator Hanna. ‘I have done all in my 
power and can do no more. I will make no 
further attempt, for it would be useless.”’ 

He said there was no chance of arbitra- 
tion so long as only one side, the miners, 
were willing to arbitrate. He gave it as 
his opinion that the miners will not give 
in so long as they are able to fight.

RACE RIOT IN INDIANA. 


Baseball Game Ends in a Clash Between 
Negroes and Whites—Many 
Injured. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Aug. 
riot broke out at Haughville, a 
this city, this afternoon, between 
groes and whites employed by the National 
Malleable Castings Company. 

A ball game morning between the 
factions caused excitement. As the 
crowd left the field hostilities commenced. 
Sticks, bricks, and other missiles 
were used. Two hundred persons immedi- 
ately crashed together in a fighting mass. 

Twelve or fifteen shots were fired, and it 
is reported one negro was shot, but was 
taken from the field before the police ar- 
rived. The whites were victorious, driving 
the blacks from the field and wounding a 
number of them. Several white people were 
badly injured. 

Ten arrests have been made, and others 
will be made as rapidiy as the persons can 
be found. The police responded to a riot 
call, but on account of the distance did not 
arrive till the fight had been fought to a 
finish. 
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FATAL TROLLEY COLLISION. 


Three Persons Killed and Many Injured 
in a Head-On Crash Near 
Norfolk, Va. 


NORFOLK, Va., Aug. 24.—In a head-on 
collision between two trolley cars on the 
Bay Shore Terminal line late this after- 
noon three people were killed and many 
others badly injured. 

The accident occurred about three and a 
half miles from Norfolk. One car was com- 
ing from Ocean View and the other going 
to the View. The orders were that the 
shore-bound car should wait at the siding 
for the other. Motorman W. 8. Yandell 
failed to obey the orders, and the crash 
eame 400 yards beyond the siding. Yandell 
endeavored to jump, but was crushed be- 
tween the telescoped cars and killed. Motor- 
man C. B. Colden of the other car applied 
his air brakes as sbon as he saw the dan- 
ger, and then tried to jump, as did Lin- 
wood Fentress, the ten-year-old son of R. 
B. Fentress, President of the Norfolk Cold 
Storage and Ice Company, who recently 
purchased extensive subway franchises in 
Baltimore. Both Colden and young Fent- 
ress were caught under the platform of the 
shore-bound, which piled up on the other, 
and were killed outright. The Fentress boy 
was crushed to death. 

Both cars were full of Sunday excursion- 
ists and few escaped uninjured. 

There is no complete list of the injured. 
R. P. Waller, a brother of Major L. W. T. 
Waller, was on one of the cars and sus- 
tained serious injuries. He was taken to 
his home on Pembroke Avenue. M. V. 
Ahearn of The Virginian-Pilot, was ee 
between two seats and injured internally. 
Benjamin Rowson, managing editor of The 
Humorist, also sustained serious injuries. 
A nephew of Major Waller, named Corliss, 
was injured also. 

People who were near the front of the 
shore-bound car state that Motorman Yan- 
dell was talking with a young woman pas- 
senger who was standing in the crowd on 
the front platform when the crash came. 
After the crash this woman was removed 
in an unconscious condition from beneath 
the dead motorman's body.

He “Stands” for Infant Son of 
Winthrop Chanler. 


Leaves Later for Nahant, Mass., to be 
the Guest of Senator H. C.

NEWPORT, Aug. 24.—President Roose- 
velt acted as godfather at the christening 
of the infant son of Winthrop Chanler here 
to-day. The President concluded his visit 
here this afternoon, going to Boston at 2 
o’clock by special train, and thence to 
Lynn and Nahant, Mass. At the latter 
place he will be the guest of Senator Lodge. 

Early in the morning the President left 
the Chanler villa, where he spent the night, 
and drove to one of the wharves and took 
a launch to the Sylph, the President's 
yacht, which had come in from Oyster Bay 
during the night. Mrs. Roosevelt was on 
board, and the President and his wife took 
breakfast together, and afterward came 
ashore and were driven to the Chanler 
residence. 

Mrs. Roosevelt made a brief call, not 
remaining for the christening. She left 
later for Oyster Bay. 

The christening took place at 12:30 
o’clock in the drawing room of the villa, 
which was decorated with white flowers, and 
was performed by the Rev. John Byron 
Diman, Master of St. George’s School. The 
Rev. Henry Morgan-Stone, rector of 
Trinity, who was expected to officiate, was 
prevented by illness. There were a score 
or more of invited guests to the christening, 
including:

“Keep your sword, Sir,’’ sald the senior 
officer, his voice quavering a bit in spite of 


himself. ‘I would not accept the sword 
from so gallant a foe.’ 

“And J, Sir,’ responded Pillsbury, with 
dignity, “could not surrender to a nobler 
or better officer, Sir."’ 

This exchange of words ended the actual 
surrender and at the invitation of Admiral 
Higginson Commander Pillsbury stepped 
down to the cabin of the Kearsarge and 
here the two officers discussed in privacy 
the incidents of the days since the “ dec- 
laration of hostilities,’’ on Wednesday. 

At the conclusion of the conference Com- 
mander Pillsbury was returned to his flag- 
ship, and it was not long after that the 
Prairie headed down the coast. 

A little later signals were given for the 
Blue Squadron to return to Rockport. 
Later, by the same system of communica- 
tion established and maintained so suc- 
cessfully since Wednesday, messages were 
dispatched to all points from Portland to 
Provincetown ordering all the warships of 
the defending squadron to return to RKock- 
port for further instructions and at the 
same time to collect on the way to this 
harbor all signal men who had been de- 
tailed at both island and mainland stations 
alceng the coast. 

In an interview on board his flagship 
Admiral Higginson expressed his pleasure 
at the real work which had been done dur- 
ing the week. He commended Staehle, the 
apprentice boy, who was the first to re- 
port the presence of Commander Pillsbury’s 
squadron. He said he believed that to 
some extent the manoeuvres had taught 
the navy its points of weakness and 
strength during a time of real action, and 
he believed much good would come from 
the “‘ war game.”’ 

The naval experts are discussing the rea- 
son for Commander Pillsbury'’s manoeuvre 
in steaming finally to the northward and 
coming to anchor as he did at a point off 
Magnolia and near to Gloucester Harbor, 
especially in the light of the announcement 
that he had determined to anchor in Salem 
Harbor; and the theory was advanced that 
the Acting Admiral of the White Squadron 
either had observed that he had. been 
sighted and decided to surrender hopeless-

The main theme of discussions in Rock- 
port to-night among the seafaring people, 
who know the Massachusetts coast as well 
as they know their own houses, was the 
apparent rejection of all strategetic move- 
ments by Commander Pilisbury.

THE RAND LABOR PROBLEM | COLOMBIAN 


Exodus of Natives Diminishing and 
the Outlook Brighter. 


Experiment of Employing Whites Shows 
Promising Results, but Smaller 
Mines May Have to Continue 
Present System.

LONDON, Aug. 25.—The labor outlook 
is becoming brighter, says The Times's 
correspondent at Johannesburg, though 
@n increased: influx of natives is hardly 
’ yet perceptible. Still, the exodus is 
diminishing with the Spring and the re- 
cruiting prospects are decidedly better. 

The correspondent says that the labor 
difficulty existed before the war, and 
Sehsible men did not expect it to dis- 
appear immediately after the declaration 
of peace. The extended area of opera- 
tions of the Native Labor Association is 
@ue to the anticipation of a development 
of industry and a consequent increased 
demand for labor. 

The white labor experiment, says the 
correspondent, is showing promising re- 
sults. On the larger and richer mines 
white men, plus machinery, can replace 
the natives, though the smaller mines, 
perhaps, must continue to employ cheap 
native hand labor. 


CAPE PREMIER’S DEFECTION. 


Sir J. Gordon Sprigg and the Members 
of the Ministry Vote with the 
Afrikander Bond.

MANY FIRES IN GREECE. 


Mostly the Result of Incendiarism by 
Peasants—Destruction of Forests 
Hurting the Country. 


LONDON TiMES—NEw York TIMES 
Special Cablegram, 
Aug. 25.—Destructive fires 
from all over Greece, 
fays the Athens correspondent of .The 
Times. They have been. due in some 
cases to spontaneous ignition, owing to 
the exceptional heat and the high winds, 
but they have chiefly been caused by 
acts of incendiarism on the part of peas- 
ants and shepherds, anxious to make 
clearances on arable lands and increase 
the extent of pasturage. 
Intercornmunal' eonflicts 
timber-cutting rights are also 
quent cause of incendiarism. 
The correspondent says that the de- 
struction of forests is leading to “the 
disfigurement of the country and the 
deterioration of the climate. A society, 
under the Presidency of Crown Princess 
Sophia, has been formed to secure the 
reforesting of the country, but small 
results are expected unless the Govern- 
ment undertakes the task. ;

CHINA’S LIKIN TAXES - 
NOT ALL ABOLISHED. 


Only Charges on Foreign Goods Re- 
moved by the Treaty Negotiated 
by the British Commissioner.

LONDON, Aug. 25.—The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of The Times says, in refer- 
énce to the commercial treaty negotiat- 
ed by Sir James L. Mackay, (the Special 
British Commissioner,) that an examina- 
tion of the text of the article abolishing 
the likin duties shows that, while for- 
eign goods are exempted from inland 
taxation, native trade is still liable to 
“the imposition of burdens. 

These burdens on native trade will, 
says the correspondent, probably be in- 
creased in consequence of the abolition 
of the likin charges on foreign imports. 

The correspondent adds that. Lord 
Cranborne’s statement in the House of 
Commons that Great Britain is only con- 
cerned to relieve foreign merchandise 
disappoints the progressive Chinese, who 
fear that the opportunity of effecting a 
radical reform, important for the future 
“prosperity of China’s trade, has been 
lost.

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SITUATION GRAVE. 


it Is Thought that Panama and Colon 
Are Threatened with immediate 
Attack by the Insurgents. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, Aug. 24.—Details 
of the capture of the Colombian Govern- 
ment gunboat Boyaca by the insurgents 
outside Panama have reached here. The 
Boyaca was captured on Aug. 1 by the in- 
surgent gunboat Padilla after a short and 
unequal fight. She had on board at the 
time nearly 300 soldiers under the command 
of Gens. Ferrero and Enao, who were to 
reinforce Gen. Morales Berti at Agua Dulce. 
The Boyaca also carried a supply of am- 
munition and a considerable sum of money. 

Flying the insurgent flag, the Boyaca is 
now guarding the entrance to Panama Har- 
bor, presumably-with the intention of pre- 
venting vessels from taking Government 
reinforcements to the city. 

Nothing definite is known on the isthmus 
of the situation at Agua Dulce, but many 
persons believe that Gen. Berti, after with- 
Standing a siege of several days, during 
which his forces were subjected to severe 
artillery fire, perceived the hopelessness of 
getting reinforcements and supplies from 
Panama, and was forced to surrender. 

The insurgent forces in the Agua Dulce 
district are said to number betweem 2,000 
and 3,000 men. If the report of the sur- 
render of the Government forces is true the 
insurgent General is confronted by a big 
problem te provide food and shelter for 
and to control this large and hostile ele- 
ment. 

Rumors are current on the isthmus that 
several detachments of insurgents have 
been seen at various stations along the 
railroad line between Colon and Panama, 
and, in certain quarters, an attack at either 


end of the line is expected at any moment. 

Many persons question the ability of the 
insurgents to hold Colon if they attack and 
capture that port, owing to,the’ fact that 
they possess no gunboats on the Atlantic 
side of the isthmus. There is at present no 
foreign warship at Colon. 

Fresh trouble is said to be brewing in the 
interior of the republic, and, owing to the 
frequent refusal of steamships to carry 
Government troops, the taking of rein- 
forcements to the isthmus is apparently no 
easy matter. 

The Government gunboat General Pinzon 
arrived at Cartagena a week ago from Co- 
lon, after having made the voyage with 
difficulty. It is ncw said to be impossible 
for the General Pinzon to go to sea again 
in her present condition. Important and in- 
dispensable parts of her machinery have 


been completely ruined. 
The Colombian Government recognizes 
that*the revolutionary situation is serious. 


COLON, Aug. 24.—The British steamer 
Zernard Hall of Liverpool, which was char- 
tered by the Colombian Government to 
transport troops, reached Colon this after- 
noon from Savanilla with 600 Government 
soldiers on board.

French Ambassador at Washington to 
Go to Madrid If the Present Plans

M. Cambon has a special knowledge of 
Mediterranean questions, which the cor- 
respondent thinks “quite as strong a 
reason for being chosen to go to Madrid 
as the part he played at the close of the 
Spanish-American war.”

BARS OFFENSIVE POSTAL CARDS. 


France Forbids Saie of Those Likely to 
Create Diplomatic Trouble.

LONDON, Aug. 25.—The French Gov- 
ernment, says the Paris correspondent 
of The Times, has forbidden tobacconists 
to sell illustrated postal cards which 
might create diplomatic difficulties.

The retail sale of stamps, postal 
&c., in France is confined to the tobacco

GEN. DE GALLIFFET AND THE DREYFUS 
CasE.—The curious animosity expressed by 
Gen. de Galliffet toward the unfortunate 
Dreyfus is explained in Dreyfusard circles 
in Paris on the ground that it is only a 
phase of the ex-Minister of War's scheme to 


gain popularity in a less worthy and more 


ostentatious manner than is offered should 
he simply adhere to his principles of 1899. 
It is known positively that Gen. de Gallif- 
fet accepted a portfolio in the Waldeck- 
Rousseau Ministry only after he had be- 
come convinced of the complete innocence 
of Dreyfus. Hence his recent communica- 
tions to the press are all the more puzzling. 

As has already been announced by cable, 
Gen. de Galliffet wrote a letter to the Jour- 
nal des Débats in which he declared that 
Dreyfus, in replying to his insults, was oniy 
trying *‘ to revive his affair,’’ and that 
“ signing his petition for pardon’ the pris- 
oner had adcknowledged himself guilty. 
This charge, after an interval of several 
days, brought out the following statement 
from. ex-Caft. Dreyfus, *which was also 
published in the Débats: 

“You printed in your paper of Saturday, 
Aug. 2, a letter from Gen. de Galliffet in 
which I read, not without painful surprise 
and indignation, these lines: ‘In signing 
his petition for pardon M. Alfred Dreyfus 
admitted his guilt.’ Gen. de Galliffet's 
memory serves him ill. I never signed a 
petition for pardon. How could I have ad- 
mitted myself guilty of a crime of which 
I am innocent? I note, moreover, that 
Gen. de Galliffet does not question the 
truth of the remarks which he recently 
made to M. Joseph Reinach, and which I re- 
called in my letter to M. Ranc—namely: 
‘The bordereau is Esterhazy’s and he had 
two accomplices. As for Dreyfus, he never 
had any relations with Germany.’ 

“It is also my right, Monsieur, to recall 
in your paper the conditions of my pardon. 
Condemned at Rennes on Sept. 9, 1809, I 
signed that very evening my appeal to the 
Board of Military Revision. Now in the 
night of Sept. 11-12 my brother, M. 
Mathieu Dreyfus, arrived in Rennes bear- 
ing a letter from Gen. de Galliffet to Gen. 
Lucas. Gen. de Galliffet, then Minister of 
War, invited Gen. Lucas to allow my broth- 
er immediately to enter my cell for an 
urgent communication gf the highest im- 
portance. 

**On Sept. 12, 
in my cell, He told me 
ment had decided on Sept. 11 to pardon 
me. If I had been guilty of the most 
abominable of crimes, would Gen. de Gallif- 
fet, Minister of War, and his colleagues 
ever have thought of proposing my par- 
don to the President of the Republic three 
days after my condemnation? 

“But the Prime Minfster, M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau, and his colleagues were ham- 
pered by my appeal in their intention of 
immediately pardoning me. Consequently 
a brother was asked to induce me to 
withdraw any appeal, and it was for this 
purpose that Gen. de Galliffet had asked 
Gen. Lucas to admit my brother imme- 
diately into my cell. My brother insisted on 
the considerable effect which my pardon 
would cause on the morrow of a second un- 
just condemnation, also on the futility of 
my purely formal appeal. In fact, even if 
my appeal had been admitted, the court- 
martial] before which I should have been 
tried would have considered merely the 
question of the informality of the verdict 
(guilty of treawon with extenuating circum- 
stances) against me, and neither witnesses 
nor I myself would have been heard. My 
brother likewise insisted on my duty to my 
wife, my children, and my family. 

‘‘I was, indeed, utterly exhausted by 
five years of atrocious physical and moral 
tortures. I wanted to live, to fulfill my 
duty to the end, to pursue the revision of 
my case, After a long discussion with my 
brother I. decided to withdraw my appeal. I 
did not, therefore, ask for my pardon; I 
accepted it. Must I add that on quitting the 

rison 1 protested my innocence and my 
nflexible resolve to strive for the legal 
revision of my case?”’ 

To this letter Gen. de Galliffet made the 
following rejoinder, which, owing to his 
present _habit of addressing voluminous 
communications to the press and the fact 
that the writer and not Dreyfus was the 
first to revive the cause célébre, has been 
received with ridicule by the friends of the 
late Ministry and particularly by the Drey- 
fusards: 

‘Even if in the declaration published by 
the Journal des Débats I may not have 
used exact judicial language as regards the 
pardon by which Dreyfus profited, I am 
none the less determined to maintain the 
most complete silence, for I would not at 
any cost stir up again a conflagration 
which I helped to extinguish with all the 
strength and authority at my disposal.”’

tegic points in that sea,

TERRIBLE INFANT MORTALITY IN RussIA.— 
According to the revised report of the 
physicians of the Zemstvos, recently sub- 
mitted to the Government in St. Peters- 
burg, Russia is in more danger of being 
depopulated owing to the extent of infant 
mortality than is France. In certain Gov- 
ernments of the empire the proportion of 
the children who die in the first year is 
as high as 40 and even 50 per cent. In 
Southeastern Russia it is even higher. It 
is also noted that the rate of infant mor- 
tality is much lower among the Moham- 
and Jewish populations than the 
Christian. In one of the Governments, for 
example, the rate of infant mortality 
among the Mohammedans is only 140.4 


per 1,000, while among the Christians in 
the same territory it is 342.1. 

The report ascribes this terrible mortal- 
ity mainly to the ignorance of the peas- 
ants, and to the fact that the mothers 
have frequently to neglect their own chil- 
dren in order to work in the fields; it is 
also pointed out that the death rate is 
considerably higher in Summer than in 
Winter in spite of the severity of the cli- 
mate. Another cause, particularly among 
the middle classes, appears to be the grow- 
ing practice of employing wet nurses, with 
the result that the nurses’ own children 
have to be fed by artificial means. The 
report also recommends that measures be 
taken to cause mothers to care for their 
own children, as it is pointed out that 
the low rate of mortality among Hebrew 
and Mohammedan children is chiefly owing 
to the fact that in Russia “Hebrew and 
Mohammedan mothers nurse their own in- 


fants.

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WORKINGS IN THE EAST 


Prof. Jenks Returns from Mission 
for War Department. 


Trip Was Made to Throw Light Upon 
Problems Confronting United 
States in the Philippines. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 24.—Dr. Jere- 
miah W. Jenks, spécial Commissioner of 
the United States in the Orient for the 
War Department, and Professor of Polit- 
ical Economy and Politics in Cornell Uni- 
versity, has returned from his year's jour- 
ney throughout Europe and Southeasfern 
Asia, and is passing a few days with 
friends at Stanford University. He will 
start for the East next Tuesday. 

This journey he undertook at the call of 
the War Department, having been appoint- 
ed by Secretary Root Special Commissioner 
to investigate the workings of the currency 
of Eastern countries, their systems of in- 
ternal taxation, the importation of coolies 
and Chinese labor to work the plantations 
of the East Indies, the use of native police, 
and the organization of the constabulary— 
in general, to report upon the internal ad- 
ministration of the Dutch and English pos- 
sessions in the Far East. 

The purpose of the investigation was to 
throw all the light possible upon the prob- 
lems which confront the United States in 
the government and industrial development 

the Philippines. 

Mr. Conant, holding a somewhat similar 
commission, went to the Philippines direct, 
and made an investigation of the currency 
in use there. Mr. Jenks’s report in mat- 
ters of currency was completed during the 
seven weeks’ stay in the Philippines, and 
the reports on taxation, imported labor, and 
police contro) while he was in Japan. These 
reports are now in the hands of the Secre- 


tary of War. 

Prof. Jenks found that the prestige of 
the United States throughout the East has 
been vastly increased by the events of the 


last four years. In trade, paticularly in 
China, no power except England has the 
future before it that the United States has, 
and commercially England herself is like- 
ly soon to be outstripped by the great Re- 
public. 

Germany has a vast and rapidly growing 
trade with the East, but her geographical 
position will enforce a_ severe handicap 
upon her in the future. Russia's influence 
is largely political, and is likely to be con- 
fined strictly to the north. 

Following out his instructions, Dr. Jenks 
visited the different countries of Europe 
with colonies in the East to learn what 
their experience might teach in government 
of the peoples of the Orient and trade with 
them. After passing some weeks in Egypt, 
he sailed for India, magoae | at the Island 
of Ceylon. His journey and investigations 
also included Burmah, Java and Sumatra, 
the Straits Settlement, China, the Philip- 
pines, and Japan. . 

While in India, the Dutch colonies,’ and 
Japan gold was declared the standard, sil- 
ver, except in Japan, is almost exclusively 
the medium of exchange. A par of ex- 
change between gold and _ “silver was 
reached in India about four years ago. 

The silver in use throughout the East 
Irdies is pretty generally the Mexican 
trade dollar and some similar coin dating 
back to the old days of Spanish supremacy 
in war and trade. 

A peculiar state of affairs exists in.some 
of the islands, particularly in East Suma- 
tra, where the Dutch coinage is the official 
currency demanded in taxes and imposts 
and paid to all Government officials, while 
the silver money of the Straits Settlement 
is used to pay the coolie and Chinese la- 
borers who work the plantations and in 
ordinary retail trade.

An unexpected change in the outlook for 
the Boston Cup race, which will be trotted 
at Cleveland, Ohio, has been made as the 
result of the sale at the Readville track last 
Saturday of the fast horse The Monk by 
Fred Gerken to C. K. G, Billings. The 
Monk was selected by the members of the 
New York Driving Club as one of two 
horses to represent the amateurs of New 
York in the race for the Boston Cup, the 
big event of the Cleveland meet, the other 
representative of New York being Lord 
Derby, owned by E. E. Smathers. 

There was urgent need for the club to se- 
lect only the best horses that were avail- 
able, if the cup is to be saved for further 


competition by the amateur drivers, for the | 


trophy already has been won twice by H. 
K. Devereaux, with the great horse John 
A. McKerron, and it was no light task to 
find a horse to beat John A. McKerron. 
Another victory for Mr. Devereaux’'s fast 
trotter will make the cup the permanent 
property of the Gentlemen’s Driving Club, 
of which Mr. Devereaux is a member, and, 
as the cup is the most famous of the tro- 
phies offered for amateur drivers, the mat- 
inée racing associations have been trying 


hard to find some means of preventing 
John A. McKerron from earning a third vic- 
tory. 

With The Monk and Lord Derby to race 
for New York, amateur drivers generally 
felt that if the Devereaux entry did win, it 
would be only after a race of a character 
fitting for the final disposition of the fa- 
mous prize, for the two horses named to 
hold up the honor of the New York club 
are about the fastest and best that have 
raced this year at either regular race meet- 
ings or matinées. 

Of the two, Lord Derby was supposed to 
be the better, but either was regarded as 
good enough to accomplish the task of 
checking John A. McKerron, and the mem- 
bers of the New York Driving Club felt 
easy about the trophy after the special 
matinée held a_ week ago for the purpose 
of permitting The Monk and Lord Derby 
to qualify for the race. The result of the 
race at Readville in which The Monk beat 
Lord Derby, while changing the estimate 
of the horses, only served to convince the 
amateurs that New York’s interest would 
be well cared for at the Cleveland Gen- 
tlemen’s Driving Club’s meeting. The sale 
of The Monk, now looked on as the better 
of the two representatives of New York, 
will make The Monk trot in a new interest. 

Mr. Billings, the present owner, is a mem- 
ber of the New York Driving Club, but he is 
also a Chicago man ,and so if the cup is 
wrested from Mr. Devereaux and John A. 
McKerron, the honor of having checked 
that formidable pair will not belong solely 
to New York as was the desire of the New 
York club members. One certainty comes 
of the transfer, however, and this is that 
The Monk will start for the cup race, a 
thing of which there was some room for 
doubt while he was the property of Mr. 
Gerken. It looks as if Mr. Billings bought 
the horse more for the purpose of himself 
beating John A. McKerron than because 
he wanted or needed another fast horse in 
the enormous stable he maintains. 

The entries for the Gentlemen’s Driving 
Club’s meeting, which will be held on the 
Glennville track, Sept. 4 and 5, were an- 
nounced as closed yesterday, and, as was 
anticipated, by the New York Club when 
the selection of The Monk and Lord Derby 
was made, John A. McKerron, one of the 
greatest trotters to wagon in the world. if 
not the greatest, is among the entries. With 
the exception of The Stonk and Lord 
Derby, which also are entered, McKerron 
holds safe all the other horses that amateur 
drivers throughout the United States have 
entered in that particular event. In all 
sixty-four entries from other cities were 
made to the Cleveland Club’s races, the 
local entries swelling the total to nearly 100, 


German Naval Marksmanship. 

KIEL, Aug. 3.—Striking results have just 
been obtained by the German battleships in 
the firing competition held in the Strand 
Bay, near Kiel. The German Emperor 
watched the firing from the bridge of the 
Kaiser Friedrich II1., in a fresh breeze from 
the northwest. The Kaiser Friedrich ITI. 
opened the firing with her 15 centimeter 
quick-firing guns on a floating target 
towed by the cruiser Hela. Hitherto five 
or six shots a minute, with four to five hits, 


have been held to be a good record for 
each gun. But the Kaiser Friedrich III. 
fired eight shots a minute, and all were 
hits. Then the two ships steamed away 
from each other at full speed, while the 
battleship opened fire with her 24 centi- 
meter guns, her 8.8 centimeter quick-firing 
guns, and with her machine guns. The re- 
Sults were almost equally satisfactory, as 
there were only isolated misses, and the 
target Was very soon knocked to pieces; a 
second target was then brought up, and 
also at once destroyed. The Kaiser Wil- 
helm II. will fire on Aug. 19, and the win- 
ner of the Kaiser’s Prize will not be settled 
until the fleet manoeuvres are at an end.— 
The London Globe. 


Pacific Cable in Time of War. 

Of all the conditions prescribed by the 
Government to the Pacific Cable Company, 
the very last about which one would think 
there should be any controversy Is that au- 
thorizing the United States to control the 
cable line in time of war. It is no more 
than a formal authorization of a power 
which already exists, and would be exer- 
cised without hesitation if need arose. The 
Government would seize and use the cable 
if war required it, and the courts would

afterward to the owners. For that matter, 


there is no property in the country which 
would more urgently need Federal protec- 
tion in case of war than that of a cable 
company, and none which could better af- 
ford, without one dollar of recompense, to 
place itself unreservedly under the wing

GEN. LE MARQUIS DE GALLIFFET. 

The first War Minister the late 
“Cabinet of Republican Defense”. was 
doubtless a brave soldier, an admirable 
organizer, a distinguished aristocrat, 
and, withal, a wholesome public servant 
and citizen. He had proved himself to 
be worthy of these titles even before his 
term in the Waldeck-Rousseau Ministry 
conspicuously identified him with them.

evoked in the minds of most Frenchmen 
an altogether new and republican ideal 
of the “man on horseback.” His social 
and military position marked him in his 
new environment even more strongly 
than did the past record of MILLERAND 
mark the Socialist Minister of Com- 
merce, and, like every member of that 
famous ‘Cabinet, he had buried all party 
strife, all factional and class differences, 
in the noble and unselfish endeavor to 
obliterate the almost indelible stains 
of the Dreyfus case and its attendant 
conspiracies. So much for the pp GAL- 
LIFFET of 1899-1900. 

In the man of that name who now 
seeks notoriety by sneering at his former 
colleagues in the Government and dis- 
paraging their work by scattering 
through the pages of the Opposition press 
the most sensational chapters of a dis- 
credited and discreditable memoir, and 
by declaring that Drreyrus was, after all, 
guilty of the charges against him, it is 
hard to recognize the quiet, stern sol- 
dier, the judicious statesman of two 
years ago.

Were it not for the position which he 
once held, Gen. DE GALLIFFET would now 
attract little attention. Other French- 
men have thrown mud at the Waldeck- 
Rousseau Ministry; others have sought 
a cheap notoriety through giving the ad- 
vance sheets of their memoirs to a sen- 
sational press; others, too, have pursued 
the unfortunate victim of the General 
Staff of 1894 with remorseless hatred. 
But in the man who actually saved 
France from her army chiefs, who quiet- 
ly and effectively placed the military 
upon a sound republican footing, 
who, more than any other, was instru- 
mental in securing the pardon of DrrEyr- 
Fus and forcing the condemned one to 
accept it, such things are strangely un- 
accountable, and it would be well for the 
friends of the ex-Minister of War to 
pause in their applause and consider the 
weird unnaturaliness of his behavior.

ELECTROLYSIS IN MAINS. 


After having a great deal of fun all to 
itself with the views of THr TIMES con- 
cerning the futility of the plan of break- 
ing up the conductivity of the pipes in 
the ground by the insertion of insulating 
joints in buried lines as a means of stop- 
ping electrolysis, The Electrical Review 
is stimulated by the caustic criticism of 
a correspondent to answer our inquiry: 
“When was it discovered that electricity 
is destructive of a good conductor and 
conservative of a poor one?” as follows: 


If it were possible to make all the joints 
in a pipe line electrically perfect, then there 
would, of course, be no corrosion due to 
the current passing across these points. 
But this would only partially overcome the 
trouble, as it would still be necessary to 
bond the pipe line to the rail at many points 
properly to conduct away the cross cur- 
rents which would flow between the two. 
The question, ‘‘When was it discovered 
that electricity is destructive of a good 
conductor?” has been unfortunately word- 
ed. Electrolytic action does not take place 
because the circuit is a bad conductor or 
a good conductor, but because it is a mixed 
conductor. That is to say, the current must 
2ass from the metal into an electrolyte 

efore electrolysis will take place. 


If we were disposed to be argumenta- 
tive it would not be difficult to show 
that this concedes practically everything 
claimed by us in our effort to show that 
the remedy for the elegtrolytic destruc- 
tion of gas and water mains would not 
be found in destroying their conductivity 
by intrusive insulation. Many hundreds 
of miles of cast-iron gas mains are laid 
with joints made of rope yarn and Port- 
land cement. This would seem to be 
pretty good insulation every twelve feet. 
Would it not be instructive for The Elec- 
trical Review to make inquiry how these 
pipes have been affected by the causes 
inducing electrolysis? The knowledge 
thus gained would be instructive. 

The attempt to give a specific answer 
to our inquiry is, 
fear, evasive and a little disingenuous. 
The effort seems to have been to confuse 
the reader by substituting circuit for 
pipe line. It is true that electrolysis does 
not take place because the resistance of a 
pipe line is more or less, but because the 
circuit is partly on and partly off the 
pipe line, occurring where the current 
leaves it anc goes to something else. 
From this it may safely be argued that 
the better the conductor the less fre- 
quently the current will leave it, and, per 
contra, that the more the line of metal- 
lic conduction is broken the greater the 
number of places at which electrolytic 
action will be set up. The current leaves 
the iron and goes to the ground when 
that offers the path of least resistance in 
its circuit. The last sentence in the 
above-quoted paragraph may be intelli- 
gible, but we do not find it so. An elec- 
trolyte is a compound which is decom- 
posable by an electric current. In this 
discussion we are talking about the de- 
struction of metal by electrolysis. Now, 
if the current must pass from the metal 
into some substance which is decomposa- 
ble before electrolysis will take place, it 
is the electrolyte and not the metal 
which is decomposed. 

The practical fact underlying this dis- 
cussion is that it is the business of the 


“ unfortunate ” we 


electrical engineers to take care of their 
currents and return them safely to their 
own power houses; and failing to do this 
they, or the companies employing them, 
should be held strictly accountable for 
the resulting damage. The gas and wa- 
ter engineers are not impressed with a 
public duty to recast their pipe systems 
or change their practice that the elec- 
trical engineers may avoid the trouble 
and expense of providing adequate re- 
turn conductors. 


THE AIR OF THE LONDON TUBES. 

Recent investigations to determine the 
quality of the air in the underground 
tubes of London give results of interest 
as indicating what may be expected in 
the tubes and tunnels.of this city. These 
show that the atmosphere inside tunnels 
into which no locomotive discharges its 
mephitic and offensive breath is vitiated 
by about twice as much carbonic acid as 
the statute recognizes as permissible in 
the air of crowded workshops and fac- 
tories. The legal maximum permitted is 
7 parts in 10,000. Samples of air taken 
at the Charing Cross Station of the Cen- 
tral London Railway showed 13.8 vol- 
umes in 10,000. In crowded cars it was 
27.5. The average of carbonic acid in 
the air taken at the street level is about 
4 in 10,000. This condition of affairs is 
not especially alarming, but a proper re- 
gard for the public health, and especially 
for that of station employés and train 
hands, would indicate that better ven- 
tilation than has hitherto been considered 
necessary should be required in the case 
of all subterranean lines for which fran- 
chises are granted in future. 

The air of the London tube is in con- 
stant motion, but observation tends to 
establish the fact that it is in what is 
known as a “vicious circle.” To keep 
impure air in motion does not improve 
it any, and unless the bad air is expelled 
and better air is introduced to take its 
place, the percentage of impurity is 
steadily increased by the discharges from 
thousands of lungs, which deoxidize it 
for life-sustaining purposes. The recom. 
mendations of the engineers who have 
examined the London subways is that no 
openings should be permitted from tube 
to tube, and that air driven in front of a 
train shall be expelled through outlets 
properly placed for the purpose. Imme- 
diately a train leaves a station a trap 
door should close behind it and air from 
a channel connected with the outside 
atmosphere admitted to fill the partial 
vacuum created by its movement. This 
is a very simple and practical suggestion. 
Good ventilation in a tube or tunnel 
through which piston heads, or their 
equivalent, are being constantly driven 
at high velocity does not need to depend 
upon mechanical appliances. Air will 
move to points where it is wanted if the 
chance to do so is given, and if each 
train which rushes through a tunnel ex- 
pels residual air and gives the fresh air 
ready to enter a chance to take its place, 
the problem of ventilation solves itself 
naturally and automatically. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—A serious and scientific friend informs 
us that we made the judicious grieve by 
publishing on Saturday a brief article to 
the effect that a German biologist has dis- 
covered a dangerous microbe in inkstands 
not kept perfectly clean and constantly 
covered. The serious and scientific one 
declares, with somewhat unphilosophical 
heat, that this was a “fool item,” and 
states, as his reason for thinking so, that 
‘the chances of developing ‘a very danger- 
ous microbe’ in a solution of tannin and 
sulphate of iron, loaded with germicides 
to prevent fermentation and mold, are 
searcely better than those which would at- 
tend the effort to ‘ gather cherries in Kent 
at the season of Christmas. Alas, for the 
estimable German who laboriously con- 
structed this inkstand joke, and also for 
ourselves, who rashly imported, translated, 
and adapted his achievement without eluci- 
dating it with sketch maps and footnotes! 
Reading the papers as closely as he does, 
how could our critic have failed to note the 
dreadful consequences which—especially in 
Germany—so often follow neglect to keep 
inkstands perfectiy clean—that is, empty, 
or tightly corked all the time, that is un- 
used? Non-observance of these precautions 
there has led again and again to a sort of 
delirium, in the frenzy of which the 
wretched victim of the inkstand microbe 
wrote hideous attacks on the divine right 
of Kings, or questioned the propriety of 
dueling, or otherwise necessitated his long 
and strict confinement in special asylums 
prepared by the State for just such patients. 
No microbes in inkstands, indeed! Why, 
there are millions of them in every such 
receptacle, not all pathogenic, of course, 
but still to be treated with great caution, 
in and out of Germany. Thus infected, real 
nice young women sometimes cannot re- 
strain themselves from writing ‘‘ poems of 
passion’ or “problem novels,”’ professors 
in theological seminaries produce books 
that madden the orthodox layman, and law- 
yers draw up complaints that get their 
clients into jail. Our friend, despite his 
knowledge of the composition of ink, Is all 
wrong, and the item wasn’t a “ fool item” 
by any means.

——Referring in his Hartford speech to 
the Isthmian Candl the President said: 
‘‘Here again we have to deal with an en- 
terprise so vast and so far-reaching in its 
effects that but one thought is permis- 
sible—how to get the very best men in the 
Nation, the men of the highest engineer- 
ing and business and administrative skill, 
who will consent to undertake the work.’’ 
There seems to be in this an assumption, 
or at least an intimation, that the size of 
a governmental enterprise determines 
whether it should be carried out with a 
view only to the public interests, or 
whether lesser ends, those of individuals 
and parties, should receive incidental at- 
tention. That is undoubtedly the belief of 
the practical politician, and until a period 
comparatively recent National affairs have 
been openly managed on that theory, but 
nowadays, while the practice has remained 
to a great extent unchanged, even an in- 
direct presentation of the theory is not 
a little shocking, particularly when it 
comes from a man so given to the promul- 
gation of moral maxims as is President 
RoosevELT. And to the sentence we have 
quoted he added: “If possible, I should 
like to see these men represent different 
sections and different political parties. But 
these questions are secondary. The pri- 
mary aim must be to get men who, though 
able to control much greater salaries than 
the Nation is able to pay, nevertheless 
possess the patriotism and the healthy am- 
bition which will make them willing to put 
their talents at the Government's service.” 


Now, why, in the construction of the great 
canal should the President yearn to see 
“different sections and different parties” 
represented among the engineers? He has- 
tened to admit that the consideration was 
@ secondary one, but why should it have 
any place at all in his mind? When in 
search of skill or strength for the perform- 
ance of their own work men never think 
of geography or party. They think of ef- 
ficiency and economy as the first consid- 
eration, and while secondary ones some- 
times come in, properly enough, in private 
business, they are not of a sort avowable 
by trustees handling the money of others. 
Of course it is in expression rather than in 
intention that the President went astray, 
but it is well for Presidents to express 
themselves with particular care. 


——One of those charming questions that 
can be argued till doomsday without mak- 
ing any measurable progress toward a con- 
clusion is presented by the New Milford 
(Conn.) Gazette. It knows a man, “ re- 
nowned for strict integrity, frank manners, 
and honorable character,’’ who, when asked 
why he go strenuously favored the upright 
life, renlied: ‘‘ Well, I don’t want to wake 
up in the night and feel that there is a 
rascal in the bed.’’ The Gazette admits 
that, theoretically, this plan for avoiding 
sleeplessness is the best possible, but it 
knew another man, now deceased, who an- 
nounced, as the result of long observation, 
that ‘‘ the dead beats of New Milford sleep 
just as well as those who pay their bills.” 
So The Gazette is in doubt, not, of course, 
as to whether it is well to be honest or not, 
but whether the immediate rewards of 
honesty are what they are commonly sup- 
posed to be and are unobtainable in any 
other way. ‘Our honest friend,”’ it says, 
“naturally good and conscientious, is 
obliged to be honest in order to sleep well 
nights; but the hardened dead beat is not 
at all disturbed by conscientious scruples 
and can omit honesty without acute suffer- 
ing. Rather does he, if he wakes up in the 
night, congratulate and glorify himself 
on his smartness in outwitting creditors 
and soon sinks tranquilly into a refreshing 
sleep. At least every editor of a country 
paper whose persistent efforts to get de- 
linquent subscribers to pay are met with 
stolid indifference will agree with the last 
conclusion.” The pathetic, and of course 
unintentional, reference to a private sor- 
row shows that The Gazette man did not 
approach his problem with the disintcrest- 
edness it deserved, and also explains, per- 
haps, why he did not reach a better solu- 
tion of it than his statement that ‘it is 
largely a matter of temperament.” Is it 
not rather a matter of custom? Unwonted 
experiences, whatever their moral quality, 


drive away sleep, while the habitual, good. 


or bad, has no such effect. 


——That lack of solidarity with the rest of 
Canada which we have often noted as 
characteristic of the Maritime Provinces is 
naturally most pronounced in Newfound- 
land, and it is not at all surprising that. Sir 
ROBERT Bonp, the Premier of the island, is 
coming to Washington with propositions 
the acceptance of which would amount in 
everything except name to annexation. 
With free trade between the United States 
and Newfoundland in the things which, 
while not numerous, include practically 
everything that Newfoundland has for sale 
or wants to buy, relations would be estab- 
lished much closer than those which now 
bind the island either to Canada or to 
Great Britain. Here are the markets in 
which the Newfoundlanders must buy and 
sell, and when, or if, they do both on the 
same terms that are open to our own peo- 
ple, the petty differences between their 
form of self-government and that of one of 
our States or Territories would amount to 
nothing. So far as the actualities of life 
went the islanders could preserve their 
present status and still not be aliens. The 
case is almost the:same with Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick. They are a little 
closer to Ottawa, but they love it little 
more than Newfoundland does, and though 
they are not particularly fond of us, they 
are perfectly well informed as to where 
their interests lie and confront the inevit- 
able with equanimity.

THE RIGHT OF FREE SPEECH. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Permit me, Mr. Editor, to express my 
profound appreciation of your editorial en- 
titled ‘‘Free Speech in Ashfield and in 
Broome §Street,’’ which editorial appeared 
in the edition of the 23d inst. The parallel 
there drawn between the anti-imperialist 
and the Anarchist evidenced a power of 
generalization and a keenness of discrimi- 
nation rarely to be met with elsewhere 
than in the editorial sanctum. As an ex- 
position of the attitude-of those whose un- 
shaken and unassailable faith in the relig- 
ion of expansion is truly heroic it was ad- 
mirable; nay, better than that, it was vera- 
cious. 

It is certainly true that “ we see no dif- 
ferences between the sentiments of Mc- 
Queen and Grossman and the sentiments of 
Norton, Smith, and Ehrich, save only in re- 
spect to methods,’’ nor, we might remark, 
ean we discover the slightest profit to be 
gained by elucidating the difference. When 
McQueen says, ‘Let the working people 
shoot down the dogs who shoot them,”’ is 
not that, we ask, the same as saying, 
“ Away with a policy that makes the per- 
sonal rights of every American citizen 
merely a matter of locality’’? We may, I 
think, safely defy any expansionist to dis- 
cover the difference. After all, the whole 
matter is too plain for argument, These 
anti-imperialists are worse than criminals 
and traitors; they are idiots, and lamentably 
obstinate idiots at that. Some people insist 
(some people will insist on anything) that 
they are pretty widely scattered; that 45 
per cent. of the American voters marched 
with them in the last Presidential cam- 
paign, in spite of Bryan and in spite of free 
silver; but, after all, they are, in the scru- 
pulously exact language of THE Times, 
only ‘‘an infinitesimal fraction of the 
American people.” It is true that among 
them are some honored and loved in the 
whole land; but even then, how can the 
patriotism and philanthropy of Senator 
Hoar or Andrew Carnegie compare in 
broad-mindedness and comprehensiveness 
with—well, with that of the editor of Tue 
Times, for instance? Ah, how lucky we 
expansionists are! 

‘“We do not recall any other récent in- 
stance in which an American citizen has 
thanked God for resistance offered to the 
Government by a public enemy.” Surely

“copy.” The editor does not really mean 
to insinuate that in the ge oad Islands 
there actually exists a ‘ public enemy.” 
Such an intimation would be extremely 
disquieting to some of us. Heavens, into 


what gloomy labyrinths of speculation such 
an announcement would plunge us!

But it is gratifying to know that on the 
whole our editor is right. Some method 
ought to be devised to prevent these people 
from “ exercising their constitutional right 
to peaceably assemble and express their 
minds.’’ Any one can see that the right of 
free speech means simply the right freely 
to say what we want to hear. Thus, when 
William Pitt in Parliament assembled de- 
clared, ‘If I were an American, as I am an 
Englishman, while a foreign troop landed 
in my country I would never lay down my 
arms, never, never, never!’’ he was in the 
exercise of his right. But if an American 
should say, “If I were a Filipino, as I am 
an American,” &c., that would be entirely 
different; that would be treason, and the 
man who said it would deserve instant 
death. But these stupid anti-imperialists 
will never be made to understand the dif- 
ference. Ah, let us praise the Lord that we 
are not like unto them.

THE BOLL WEEVIL EVIL. 


The Sulphur Springs (Texas) Gazette has 
a plan to destroy the boll weevil. 

‘**Let the Texas Legislature pass a law,” 
it says, “‘ requiring all cotton growers to 
destroy by burning all cotton stalks on 
their premises prior to the fifteenth day 
of January of every year. Provide ample 
penalty to make the enactment effective. 
We have talked with cotton growers of ex- 
perience, and it is their opinion that such 
a law would bring about the results de- 
sired, and the class upon whom the re- 
quirements are made would be the benefi- 
ciaries. 3ut, says one, would such a law 
be Constitutional? On this point we are 
not informed, but Texas has a law prohib- 
iting the sowing of johnson grass seed, 
and if that law is Constitutional, why not 
a law requiring the burning of cotton 
stalks? It is our opinion that such a law 
would be gladly welcomed by cotton grow- 
ers. They realize that individual effort is 
futile, but when once assured that the 
requirement is general, they would gladly 
obey the mandate of the law and aid in its 
enforcement.” 

It is doubtful if the boll weevil trouble 
can be removed through legislation. Even 
if burning the stalks would accomplish 
the desired end, it is clear that the law 
could not be absolutely enforced, and un- 
less it were the weevils would still do 
business at the old stand every year. The 
law against the sowing of johnson grass 
has not killed the grass. The experiments 
of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, it 1s to be hoped, will reveal a 
plan to kill the pest, and until some plan 
like that is discovered the weevil will ‘con- 
tinue to trouble us.—Galveston (Texas) 
News.

CONGRESSMAN 
_NEWLANDS’S VIEW. 


He Thinks Action of the Republican 
Party is Against the President 
in Reform Matters. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—‘ So far as the 
action of the Republican Party is con- 
cerned,”” writes Representative Newlands 
from his home in Nevada in a letter re- 
ceived in this city to-day, ‘‘ whatever may 
be its verbal expressions, it is against the 
President and not in sympathy with his re- 
form views, though it will exploit them be- 
fore the public for the purpose of securing 
an extension of power. 

“The trust issue is bound to be the most 
prominent in the campaign. The Republic- 
an Party will go into the campaign this 
Fall relying mainly upon the expressions of 
President Roosevelt in his message and his 
Pittsburg speech, as indications of its anti- 
trust proclivities, but the question is not 
what Mr. Roosevelt's views are, but what 
the views of the Republican Party are on 
this matter, and above all what the action 
of the Republican Party has been during 
its six years of power just passed.” 

After giving his reasons for his belief that 
the President and the Republican Party are 
not in accord on the trust issue, Mr. New- 
lands says: 

“The Republican Party has been in pow- 
er for six years, and yet it has done noth- 
ing in the way of legislation to meet these 
evils. On the contrary, it has legislated 
to promote them. In the repeal of the war 
revenue taxes the Democratic Party en- 


deavored to prevent the repeal of the tax on 
the gross receipts of the oil and sugar re- 
fineries, from which the country derived a 
revenue of $1,000,000 annually. Recogniz- 
ing the fact that all the great trusts should 
contribute something to the Federal bur- 
den, and that the Oil Trust and the Sugar 
Trust were alone being taxed, we wanted 
to perfect this tax by reducing the percent- 
age and extending it to all industrial cor- 
porations whose gross receipts exceeded 
31,000,000 annually. 

“We sought in this connection, by our 
amendments, to compel publicity through 
public statements under oath as to the 
capital, debt, operating expenses, receipts 
profits, wages paid, &c., of these industrial 
corporations, thus securing the very pub- 
licity for which Mr. Roosevelt subsequently 
contended in his message and in his Pitts- 
burg speech. 

‘“But the Republicans stood together,” 
concludes Mr. Newlands, “‘ and repealed the 
tax altogether, so that these corporations 
contribute nothing to the Federal Treasury, 
and an opportunity for trust-regulating 
legislation was lost.”’ 


CABLE LINES OF THE WORLD. 


Their Aggregate Length Nearly 200,000 
Miles, Their Total Cost Esti- 
mated at $275,000,000.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—‘‘ The Subma- 
rine and Land Telegraphs of the World ”’ is 
the title of a monograph prepared by the 
Treasury Bureau of Statistics which will 
appear in the forthcoming monthly sum- 
mary of commerce and finances. 

It presents some information regarding 
the sibmarine telegraphs of the world 
which is especially interesting at this time, 
in view of the prospective censtruction of 
an all-American cable across the Pacific. 
It shows that the submarine telegraphs of 
the world number 1,750. Their aggregate 
length is nearly 200,000 miles, their total 
cost is estimated at $275,000,000, and the 
number of messages annually transmitted 
over them is more than 6,000,000. All the 
grand divisions of the earth are now con- 
nected by their wires. 

Adding to the submarine lines the land 
telegraph systems by which they are con- 
nected, and through which they bring in- 


terior points of the various continents into 
instantaneous communication, the _ total 
length of telegraph lines of the world is 
1,180,000 miles, the length of their single 
wires or conductors 3,800,000 miles, and the 
total number of messages annually sent 
over them about 4,000,000,000, or an average 
of more than 1,000,000 each dap, 

Every body of water lying between the 
inhabited ports of the earth, with the single 
exception of the Pacific Ocean, has been 
crossed and recrossed by submarine tele- 
graph lines. Even that vast expanse of 
water has been invaded along its margin, 
submarine wires stretching along its west- 
ern borders from Siberia to Australia, while 
its eastern borders are skirted with lines 
which stretch along the western coasts of 
the two Americas. 

Several adventurous pioneers in Pacific 
telegraphy have ventured to considerable 
distances and’ depths in that great ocean, 
one cable line running from Australia to 
New Zealand, a distance of more than 1,000 
miles, and another extending from Austra- 
lia to the French colony of New Caledonia, 
800 miles seaward. 

A cable which is to connect Canada with 
Australia across the Pacific is now_being 
laid at the joint expense of the United 
Kingdom, Canada, and the Australian Com- 
monwealth, and has already been completed 
from Vancouver, B. C., to Fanning Island, 
just south of the Hawaiian Islands, and it 
is expected that the entire line will be com- 
pleted by the end of the present year. 

The chief obstacle in the past to the con- 
struction of a grand transpacific cable was 
found in the fact that midocean, resting 
places could not be satisfactorily obtained 
or arranged for, no single Government con- 
trolling a sufficient number of suitable 
landing places to make this seem practi- 
cable, in view of the belief that the dis- 
tance through which messages could be sent 
and cables connected was limited. i 

With landing places at Hawaii, Wake Isl- 
and, Guam, and the Philippines, however, 
no section of a cable stretching from the 
United States to Asia, and touching at 
these points, would have a length equal to 
that now in daily operation between France 
and the United States.

In the 
opinion of leading members the work of 
the extra session will be completed in three

In a sermon delivered last evening, the 
subject of which ‘was, “ What Does Amer- 
fea Need?” the Rev. Dr. Frank Rogers 
{ Morse, assistant pastor of the Calvary Bap- 
|tist Church, of which the Rey. R. S. Mac- 
“Arthur is pastor, denounced the Roman 
/Catholic Church, the Democratic Party, the 
Republican Party, the reform Government 
of this city, society, American institutions 
jof advanced learning, and several other 
jthings. Congress, President Roosevelt, and 
the politicians generally were attacked. 

After declaring that every Roman Catho- 
Nic in this country is a secret and bitter 
enemy of America institutions, Dr. Morse 
expressed the opinion that the entire press 
of this city had been bought over by the 
Roman Catholic Church, and that he could 
ever hope to see his sermon in print. 
“There is no newspaper in New York 
fwhich would dare to print my remarks,” 
he exclaimed. After the sermon Dr. Morse 

+ ‘was asked for a complete copy of the man- 
uscript of his sermon for the purpose of 
publication, but declined to grant the re- 
quest. 

Dr. Morse, after saying that this country 
had thrown its gates wide to receive and 
offer a refuge tc those who in the Old 
World had been made the victims of polit- 
ical and religious persecution, said it was 
only reasonable and that the country should 
insist that they should drop the Old World 
ideas, religious and political, and -become 
loyal in their adherence to American insti- 
tutions, franchise, and public school sys- 
tem. 

At that point Dr. Morse declared that the 
Papacy is persistently bending its most 
strenuous efforts to counteract and under- 
mine the institutions. 

“ Every Romanist in America,’ he said, 
*is a secret and bitter enemy to our in- 
stitutions. While the majority of Ameri- 
cans act the part of indifference against 

* their propaganda, they were never so active 
as now, and you will find that out before 
the next Presidential election. 

* As to this the press of New York City 
is culpably silent. I could not get a news- 
peper in the city to print this sermon to-

The 
press has been bought over to the Roman 
Catholic Church.”

“THE CHURCH A FAILURE.” 


Methodist Minister Refers to a Busi- 
ness Proposition and Cites Fig- 
ures of Slight Increase. 


In St. Paul’s Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Highty-sixth Street and West End Ave- 
nue, the Rey. R. J. Trevorrow remarked 
yesterday morning that the church as a 
business proposition was a failure, show- 
ing only an increase in membership of 
eighty-four one-hundredths of 1 per cent. 
He hastened to assure the startled con- 
gregation that the Church, the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, at least, was not “a 
business deal,’’ but he acknowledged that it 
was as much a business failure as any 
other Church. 

According to figures culled from a recent 
number of The Church Economist, the 
ministry of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
in the United States numbered 17,609, and 
the membership amounted to 2,778,209. The 
property was valued at $173,980,192, the 
members’ contributions being $18,951,049. 
The appalling feature of the report, he 
said, was a loss of membership amounting 
to 3,960.

7,000 other churches, he added, 


could show an increase of 50 
members. Two thousand churches had no 
increase whatever. In view of that state 
of affairs, Mr. Trevorrow said that an im- 
perative call should be issued to the so- 
called Christians of the twentieth century 
commanding them to be loyal to the 
Church. 


JEW AIDS EPISCOPALIANS. 


Rabbi Sends $5 to Help Avert Sale of 
Epiphany Church—Lacks Only $200 
to Prevent Foreclosure on 
Mortgage. 


After a day of hard work, the Rev. Dr. 
Dean Richmond Babbitt, rector of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of the Epiph- 
any, Brooklyn, who is striving to save the 
fine property of the church at Tompkins 
Avenue and McDonough Street from being 
sold at auction under mortgage foreclosure 
proceedings, last night found that he still 
needed $200 to make up the amount of in- 
terest due. The mortgage, which amounts 
to $32,800, is held by the Nassau Trust Com- 
pany of Brooklyn. Interest being long over- 
due, the company several weeks ago began 
an action in foreclosure, If the tnterest is 
not raised by the church folk at 5 o’clock 
to-day, the company will proceed with the 
action. 

The amount Cue for interest, water rates, 
and insurance is $1,219. The fact that many 
of the wealthier members of the church are 
out of the city and hard to reach has made 
Dr. Babbitt’s task of raising the money 
very difficult. He sent out appeals to the 
members of other Protestant churches in 
the borough, and yesterday morning found 
that all except $500 of the fund had been 
raised. At the services in the church last 
evening $300 more was contributed. Dr. 
3abbitt said last night that he felt confi- 
dent that the full amount would be raised 
before 5 o'clock. this afternoon. 

Among the contributions received by Dr. 
Babbitt have been several from Jews. One 
of $5 came from Rabbi Bernard Drachman 
of Sharon Springs, N. Y., with the remark; 

‘“*I send this, not because your church has 
always stood for fairness to the Hebrews, 
but because as a Jew I wish to see every 
institution which makes for religion, virtue, 
and happiness upheld.” 


RABBI HURT IN BROOKLYN. 


Fell, or Was Pushed, from a Trolley 
Car—Whiskers Pulled by Young Men. 


The Rev. Moses Sagersohn, a rabbi, of 87 
Salem Street, Boston, was injured seriously 
yesterday afternoon by falling, or being 
pushed, from a Broadway trolley car at 
Broadway and Walton Street, Williams- 
burg, after a number of young men had 
pulled his whiskers. The Rabbi came-on 
from Boston to see friends in the Jewish 
quarters in Williamsburg. 

When he boarded the car the young men 
began to “guy” him and pull his long 
whiskers. Near Walton Street he beck- 
oned to the conductor to let him off, but it 
is said that the conductor disregarded his 
request. The rabbi had moved from his 
seat to the step of the car, and he was 
either pushed off or he fell to the pave- 
ment, striking his head. He became uncon- 
scious and several Hebrews carried him 
into a nearby store.

George Myers of the other train were 
probably fatally hurt. 

Fourteen box cars loaded with wheat 
with two locomotives were tumbled over a 


trestle to a ravine forty feet below and 
‘were demolished. All the traffic on the 
Southern Railway between Louisville and 
St. Louis has been blocked. Two sections 
of the through freight were coming east, 
and thé first section, in charge of Con- 
ductor Walter Alvis, had stopped at Dun- 
can's to switch, leaving a “cut’’ of cars 
on the main track. 

There is a heavy grade at this point, and 
by some means the cars broke away and 
rolled down the track, gaining momentum 
at each revolution of the wheels. Just as 
the runaway cars were approaching the 
trestle the second section drawn by two 
big mogul engines came thundering over 
the hill, and the crash occurred a moment 
later. 

The cars piled over the locomotives and 
all went down into the ravine in a heap. 
Both Duval and Cox went down with their 


engines. Ross was on one of the runaway 
cars and was crushed beneath it. Engineer 
Goodall and Fireman Myers in charge of 
the other jumped and saved their lives, al- 
though they may yet die. Conductor A. G. 
Lewis and Brakeman John Burns of the 
second section jumped and escaped serious 
injury. 

Duval had been married but a few days, 
The loss to the railroad company will 
amount to about $75,000. 


GOV. TAFT A WITNESS. 


He Gives Testimony Regarding Insur- 
gent Leaders’ Appointments, for 
Defense in Paper’s Sedi- 
tion Case. 


MANILA, Aug. 24.—The defense in the 
Freedom sedition case has called Gov. 
Taft as a witness to show that many ex- 
insurgent leaders who were guilty of vari- 
ous offenses not recognized by the laws of 
war have been appointed to civil positions. 

Gov. Taft gave testimony to the effect 
that many such ex-insurgents had been 
appointed, but that they had proved hon- 
est, straightforward, and earnest. He said 
that some of them had been guilty of mur- 
der from American standards, but that 
from their own standpoint they undoubt- 
edly believed their conduct of the war to 
have been legitimate. Gov. Taft said that 
he had found these appointees to be loyal, 
and that they were not chosen because they 
happened to be insurgent Generals, but be- 
cause they were men of influence among 
their own people. He said the experience 
of the civil authorities with these men had 
been most satisfactory. 

Gov. Taft has resumed the Governorship 
of the archipelago, relieving Luke E. 


Wright, who has been acting Governor 
abe J Judge Taft's absence. Commissioner 
aceeee is preparing to visit the United 
tates. 


AMBUSH NATIVE CONSTABULARY 


Ladrones Attack Ten Members 
Luzon and a Desperate Fight 
Ends, with One Killed. 


MANILA, Aug. 24.—Ten members of the 
native constabulary were ambushed last 
Tuesday at a point near Magdalena, in the 
Province of Sorsogon, Luzon, by a band of 
sixty ladrones. 

The latter were armed with rifles and 
bolos and a desperate fight at close range 
took place. One member of the constabu- 


lary was killed, two were wounded and 
three were captured. 

Seventy of the constabulary have taken 
the field in pursuit of the ladrones.

MANILA, Aug. 24.—Official cholera sta- 
tistics show a total up to date of 25,664 
cases and 18,040 deaths.

zon the cholera situation is bad; 414 cases 
and‘ 317 deaths were reported from the 
Province of Ilocos Norte last Saturday.

GETS GAS PLANTS IN JAPAN. 


Chicago Operator Secures Control of 
Those in Osaka and Tokio, Accord- 
ing to Yokohama Advices.

TACOMA, Washington, Aug. 24. — Mail 
advices from Yokohama, Japan, state that 
a man by the name of Brady, a prominent 
gas operator of Chicago, has secured con- 
trol of the gas works of Osaka and Tokio, 
these being the largest plants in Japan. 
The deal in Osaka was consummated sev- 
eral months ago. The capital stock was 
dcubled, the new issue being taken by 
Brady and his associates in return for 
money advanced for extension purposes. 
Similar arrangements are now being per- 
fected with Tokio through Brady’s repre- 
sentative in Japan. 

Brady’s proposition is to increase the 
capital to just double present capitaliza- 
tion, he subscribing one-half. This plan 
will be accepted. A large amount of gas 
mains and machinery will be bought in 
America. 


FEDERAL TELEPHONE COMPANY 


The Everett-Moore Syndicate Will 
Make No Further Effort to Bring 
About Reorganization. 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 24.—The Everett- 
Moore syndicate has changed its plans with 
reference to the Federal Telephone Com- 
pany, and no further effort will be made to 
bring about a reorganization of that con- 
cern. 

To-day it was learned that not a single 
company would remain the property of or 
in control of the Federal Telephone Com- 
pany, and that that organization would 
shortly go out of existence. 

Henry A. Everett said that the intention 
is to fully protect the stockholders of the 
Federal Company and to bring about a 


dissolution of the company in about a 
month. The United States Telephone Com- 
pany and the Cuyahoga Telephone Com- 
panies will be handled as separate proper- 


ties. 
A development with regard to the Peo- 


ple’s Telephone Company at Detroit is ex- 
pected soon and is to be arranged by an 
attorney. It is believed that the money 
obtained from the sale of the smaller com- 
panies will more than offset the indebted- 
ness of the Federal Telephone Company. 


THEODORE J. SHAFFER SICK, 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Aug. 24.—Theodore 
J, Shaffer, President of the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron, Steel, and Tin Workers 
and prominent generally in labor circles, is 
lying seriously sick. The nature of his ill- 
ness could not be ascertained to-night, but 
his condition is believed to be critical. 


President Shaffer was taken sick Satur- 


day night or early Sunday morning. Dur- 
ing the greater part of to-day he was re- 
ported as having been delirious. Early to- 
night it was given out from authoritative

FUNERAL SERVIGE FOR 


GEN. FRANZ SIGEL 


Eulogistic Addresses in Melrose 
Turn Verein Hall. 


Remarks of Carl Schurz— Homage of 
Patriots, Veterans, and Friends— 
Regulars and Twenty-two Or- 
ganization in Procession. 


Thousands of men, women, and children 
yesterday paid homage to the memory of 
Gen. Franz Sigel, whose body reposed in 
state for more than three hours in the 
main hall of the Melrose Turn Verein, on 
Courtlandt Avenue, in the Bronx. Many 
thousands were turned away because time 
did not permit of their passing through 
the hall. In the decorations the flag of 
the Eleventh Army Corps, of which Gen. 
Sigel was the commander, predominated. 
The wall back of the stage was hidden by 
flags, bunting, black cloth, and floral to- 
kens. Below a large flag was a portrait of 
Gen, Sigel in a frame covered with black 
cloth, 

The body was carried into the hall at 10 
o'clock by John P. Heintz, Martin Dietz, 
Theodore Wagner, Carl Lorch, S. Ham- 
burger, and H. Ahmroth, pallbearers se- 
lected by Gilsa Post, Grand Army of the 
Republic. The casket, covered with the 
American colors, was placed on a caisson 
furnished by the Wendel Battery, about 
which the pallbearers stood on guard. Near 
by were the honorary pallbearers, eight 
patriots who served with Gen. Sigel in' 
1848-9. The youngest isin his seventy- 
third year. They were F. Dannbacher, F. 
J. Schlott, C. A. Roth, Charles Fraenznick, 
Adam Laber, Richard Masan, C. A. Schind- 
ler, and F. P. Koerner. ° 

From the time the doors were opened a 
steady stream of visitors passed by the 
casket. Conservative estimates placed the 
aggregate at between 10,000. and 12. 
There were several touching incidents, and 
not a few who had known the old hero 
long and well were in tears. An old man 
in the uniform of the Grand Army of the 
Republic was almost carried to the cas- 
ket, his crutches being of little use to him. 
He was Theodore Baumbach of 581 Court- 
landt Avenue, a member of Gilsa Post and 
the Twentieth New York Volunteers, and 
a fighter with Gen. Sigel in Germany. He 
was stricken with paralysis recently, and 
despite the entreaties of members of his 
family he insisted on gazing on the face 
of the dead commander. 


FLORAL TOKENS. 


Another incident was furnished by Carl 
Savary. He served under Gen. Sigel in the 
war of the rebellion, and, when wounded 
at Pea Ridge, received the personal at- 
tention of his commander. He carried a 
bouquet that he desired to place on the 
casket. His flowers were placed with the 
other floral tributes. To the bouquet was 
attached a sheet of paper on which was 
written in German: ‘ Dedicated to the 


memory of Gen. Franz Sigel, by an old 
comrade. From one he once called his 
friend. Honor to the hero of two worlds, 
who always carried freedom’s banner.” 

The floral tokens were many, varied, and 
beautiful. There were wreaths from the 
Hon. Carl Schurz, the Arion Society, George 
Ehret, the Melrose Turn Verein, Gilsa Post, 
Grand Army of the Republic; the Phila- 
delphia Turn Gemeinde, and the Badischer 
Volksfest Verein. The New York Turn 
Verein sent a wreath that represented the 
American flag. The Sigel Company of 
Sharpshooters of the Manbattan Schuetzen- 
bund contributed a pillow. The colors of 
the Eleventh Army Corps were sent by 
the Society of Veterans of that command, 
and Elsie, Reginald, and ‘‘ Ted,’’ grandchil- 
dren of the oid soldier, sent a bed of flow- 
ers in which was worked in violets: ‘‘ To 
Our Grandpa.” Mrs. Rudolph Dulon's 
token came in the form of sheaves of 
wheat. 

The obsequies in the hall were under the 
charge of Gilsa Post, Grand Army of the 
Republic, the members of which were as- 
sisted by Grand Marshal Anthony Stumpf 
and Assistant Grand Marshal Isidor Buch- 
meler, and others. 

Prof. A. Blum presided at the organ and 
Otto Ebel directed the singing. The exer- 
cises opened with an organ offertory, and 
the singing section of the Melrose Turn 
Verein sang ‘‘Calmly Rests Thy Heart.” 
Louis Williams followed with a solo, and 
George Von Skal eulogized the memory of 
the General. Other eulogies were deliv- 
ered by Carl Schurz and Prof. Abraham 
Jacobi, who spoke of Gen. Sigel as an old 
comrade in arms. 

‘*T stand here,’’ Mr. Schurz said, ‘‘ as one 
of the very few surviving colleagues of our 
dead brother. I was his comrade in arms 
in two wars—holy wars—fought for the 
great and glorious ideal of human liberty. 

‘‘The ideals which inspired those who 
fought in these wars—the uprising of 1848 
and 1849, and that of twenty years later, 
were ideals of which no one need to be 
ashamed. Though our fate was one not un- 
usual in the world’s history—to fight, to 
bleed, to sacrifice, and yet to suffer defeat— 
I believe that by this time all are agreed 
that had it not taken place, that great and 
mighty uprising of 1848, the war of twenty 
years later, which made all Germany one, 
would have never occurred. Thus, out of 
seeming defeat, came triumph for one of 
the issues fought for—the restoration of 
the German nation—and to me it seems cer- 
tain that in the fullness of time the other 
issues will be carried to victory as well. 

“After the uprising of 1848, Sigel came 
to America, hoping in common with’so 
many other patriots to see on American soil 
the realization of the great ideals by which 
he had been inspired in the Old World.” 

After referring to Gen. Sigel’s readiness 
to take up arms for the Union cause, Mr. 
Schurz said that it was through him that 
Missouri and St. Louis were preserved for 
the Union cause, and he mentioned how 
“fighting mit Sigel’’ became a “ winged 
word,”’ which inspired thousands to go out 
and fight for the Pinion. 

“And now he lies here,’’ he continued. 
‘“‘In life he was never amply rewarded for 
what he did. But we are confident, as we 
stand round his bier, that history, which 
is impartial, shall place his name high for 
his heroism and for his many virtues. I 
have had the honor to stand at his side on 
the field of battle when the cannon roared 
and the bullets came in a steady downpour. 
Then the eye now closed was aglow with 
the fire of battle, but there was also the 
supreme calm of the leader. As I stood by 
him then, I stand by him now, reverently, 
where he lies a shining example of the fame 
which he so gloriously won in many heroic 
battles.”’ 

Here Mr. Schurz broke down, overpowered 
by emotion. He wept and leaned against 
the casket to avoid falling. A flood of 
feeling seemed to sweep over the audience 
as he with bowed head resumed his seat. 

After the addresses the Grand Army of 
the Republic ritual was observed, after 
which the Kreutzer Quartette rendered 
‘* Beyond the River Is Rest.”’ 

As the exercises in the hall were nearing 
the close two companies of United States 
regulars arrived from Governors Island, 
headed by the regimental band. They had 
been ordered by the War Department to 
attend the funeral. Capt. Franz Irsch, 
secretary to Gen. Sigel, wrote to President 
Roosevelt, suggesting the propriety of reg- 
ular troops attending. The letter was for- 
warded to Washington, and the Adjutant 
General directed Gen. MacArthur to fur- 
nish a suitable escort.

$100,000 a Year—Talk of an In- 
dependent Organization.

OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 24.—A promineft of- 
ficial of Armour & Co., in discussing the 
coming combination of the packers and the 
absorption of the Cudahy plant, said: 

The Cudahys did not wish to leave thé 
packing business, and the greatest diffi- 
culty was with them. That has now been 
settled, and Edward Cudahy will be the 
manager of the combination. His salary 
will probably be $100,000. Michael Cudahy 
and Ogden Armour will be in the financial 
department of the new trust. Patrick Mc- 
Graw, head buyer for the Cudahys at 
Omaha, will probably be made head buyer 
of the combine with a salary of not less 
than $10,000. 

‘‘There is every likelihood that the pack- 
ing houses at St. Joseph, Mo., will be aban- 
doned when the trust goes into operation, 
as the plants at Kansas- City and Omaha 
are large enough to do all the work which 
is done at three points now.” 

An official of another house sags: 

“*T have been approached by several high 
employes who expect to be thrown out of 
employment by the combine, and asked to 
manage an independent company, which 


will be started as soon as the trust deal is 
announced, The backing is to come from 
the big live stock producers of the West, 
who fear they will not be able to secure 
good prices from the trust with only that 
organization in the field." 


Express Safe Recovered in a Lake.

SWIMMERS IN A LONG RACE. 


Herbert Detuz, Alone of Seven Starters, 
Finished Battery to Coney Island 
Endurance Test. 


endurance race 
Battery wall to Coney Island, under the 
auspices of the. Volunteer Life-Saving 
Corps, was started at 1 o’clock yesterday 
with seven swimmers competing, three of 
them from Bay Ridge and the other four 
frem Manhattan. The Bay Ridge repre- 
sentatives were George Thorman, Joseph 
Ferguson, and Ralph Doerflinger, while the 
participants from Manhattan were George 
Rivers, A. Bennett, Arthur Deatley, and 
Herbert Deutz. Inspector Luebbers of the 
United States Volunteer Life-Saving Corps 
was the starter and J. Wesley Jones the 
timer. 

The swimmers dived into the water at the 
word and boldly struck out for the long 
journey to Coney Island. Accompanying 


them, to be of assistance should it be nec- 
essary, were five rowboats. 

Immediately after going into the water 
Herbert Deutz of 106 East Eighty-first 
Street took the lead, which he maintained 
until he reached a point off Ninety-fifth 
Street, Bath Beach, where the last of his 
ecmpetitors gave up the race. Deutz fin- 
ished at the Iron Pier, Coney Island, at 
8:15, after having been in the water over 
seven hours. He was so exhausted that he 
had to be helped from the water. Then he 
collapsed completely and was taken to the 
Arcade Bath's steam room, where he lay 
unconscious for half an hour. 

Thorman swam to the sea wall around 
30vernors Island and then gave up: Fer- 
guson took cramps off the foot of Twenty- 
fifth Street, Brooklyn, and had to be lifted 
into one of the boats. Deatley held out to 
Sixtieth Street, Bay Ridge, when he, too, 
had to be pulled out of the water. Doerf- 
linger and Bennett fought it out with 
Deutz for a short time, and then they, too, 
quit.. 

Deatley rested until the boat which 
ge him up had passed Sea Gate, when 

e again dived overboard, and swam to 
the pier, About 3,000 persons were wait- 
ing to see the finish, and when they saw 
Deatley approaching they raised a great 
cheer, think him the winner of the race. 
When he reached land he allowed himscif 
to be toasted, and his hand shaken, just as 
though he had won the race, and appeared 
to enjoy it. 

Deutz swam with a steady stroke until he 
reached Gravesend Bay, where he said that 
he was thirsty, and asked to be allowed 
to have a drink. A glass of whisky was 
orovided. Then he asked to be allowed to 
nold on to the side of the boat while he 
drank it. This request also was granted. 
Deutz was caught in the act by a photog- 
rapher who was near by, and had to ac- 
knowledge at the finish that he too had 
stopped. 

While the swimmers were on their way to 
the Iron Pier a water carnival was tak- 
ing place there. At 4 o'clock a race for 
women was started. It was at a hundred 
yards, and was won by Elaine Golding, 
twelve years old, The next event, the half- 
mile men’s race, was won by Wilson G. 
Fields, A watermelon race, in which each 
man had to carry a melon over the course, 
was won by Frank Moriarty. Deatley was 
sighted at about this time, and interest 
turned toward him, so that ‘the 
events scheduled were put off.

ON THE LONDON EXCHANGE.

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THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


In a variety of ways the New York 
security market may have to submit to 
searching tests this week. Of bad busi- 
ness conditions none can be discovered. 
All commercial, industrial, and agri- 
cultural conditions are good conditions. 
Some further pessimism can be counted 
upon from the money market critics 
who have spent six futile months in 
daily’ apprehension of high rates, can- 
celed loans, squeezes, and enforced 
liquidation. Sometime they may prefer 
intelligence to dreariness. But they 
have stern constitutions, they have sur- 
vived a vast deal, their doleful tales 
must be with us doubtless for yet an- 
other moon or two. 

And another—more influential—galaxy 
of bear talent is to be found in the con- 
tingent of Stock Exchange room traders. 
In that quarter the expression of blue 
views and the uttering of solemn proph- 
ecies are not in the academic line at all— 
logic be hanged—they croak for busi- 
ness; simply that and nothing more. 
The short interest is of size. It extends 
through most of the Stock Bxchange 
list. In stocks like Western Union Tele- 
graph, in Amalgamated Copper, in all 
the coal issues, and in the Granger list 
generally the bear commitments are on 
a scale larger than has been the recog- 
nized average for a long time. And, un- 
deniably, good reasons may be found— 
on the basis of actual value calculations 

-for the sale of a number of stocks that 
conspicuous. But no such rule pre- 
vails. The traders ordinarily short on 
a considerable scale now are inspired 
less by business calculations than by 
prejudice.

GERMAN MONEY AND TRADE. 
BERLIN, Aug. 24.—The Boerse showed a 
decidedly better tone last week. Operators 
eagerly anticipated J. Pierpont Morgan's 
turn to New York and hoped for a bull 
impulse from that market. The Boerse 
yesterday accordingly responded strons 
to the New York market of Friday. The 
bulls also worked a rumor that President 
Schwab of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion was coming to Europe to organize 
commercial combinations in England and 
Germany upon the American type. A finan- 
clal paper remarks that “It is an evi- 
dence of considerable latent strength when 
such a vague rumor influences values.” 
Another favorable factor last week was 
a considerable number of American and 
Belgian ofders for German pig iron. This, 
however, was offset by a number of dis- 
appointing yearly reports and the despond- 
ent tone of the iron trade. Coal shares 
were buoyed up by increasing sales of coke 
and the larger output of pig iron, which in 
July amounted to 707,921 tons, or 56,000 
tons above the output in July, 1901. Dur- 
ing the week irons advanced from three to 


five points; coal shares from one to two 
points.

WOULD LYNCH MOTORMAN 


italians Want Quick Vengeance for 
Compatriot’s Death. 


Trolley Car Passengers Have to Fight | 


to Save Company’s Employe from 
Being Hanged. 


One of a crowd of fifteen Italians was 
fun over and fatally hurt at Jerome Avenue 
and Potter Place last night by a Union 
Railway Company trolley car. The other 
Italians mobbed the motorman, John 
O'Neill, of West Farms, pulled him off the 
car, and attempted to drag him to a tree 
with the apparent intention of hanging him. 
Then passengers of the crowded car inter- 
fered and some fighting ensued, but the 
police of the Tremont and Bronx Park Sta- 
tions appeared, drove the crowd of 2,000 
Away, and rescued O'Neill. 


Jerome Park Reservoir laborer, living at 10 
Potter Place. The party of Italians, in- 
cluding Christano, were crossing 


Avenue when the car approached. It 


rounded a curve there, and the motorman | 


and conductor assert it Was going slowly. 

Christano was leading two children, and 
he made them run on ahead as he and the 
others saw the car coming. The man was 
knocked down, and in sight of his country- 
men was run over, the wheels of the car 
passing over his legs. 

The car was immediately and 
Christano was taken from under the car. 
An ambulance was hastily summoned and 
the man was taken to the Fordham Hospi- 
tal. His legs were amputated. 

The Italians were infuriated by the acci- 
dent. The women and children on the car 
were frightened when they saw the crowd 
making for them and thought they were 
to be attacked. 

The motorman was their 
ever, and they seized him. 
him in the face and body. He was speedily 
dragged off the car and thrown on the 
ground, and kicked. His clothing was torn 
and dirty, and the Italians grew bolder. 
Several men jumped off the car and’ ran 
to the rescue of the motorman, They tried 
to argue with the Italians that the acci- 
dent had been no fault of O’Neill’s, but the 


excited foreigners would not listen. Several 
of the more excited engaged in fist battles 
with the excited passengers.

It had not taken long to get word to the 
police, and Patrolman Murtha of the Tre- 
mont Station, who had run up, had sent 
Patrolman Cushing off for help. The re- 
serves of both the Tremont and Bronx 
Park Stations were sent over as quickly 
as possible, and they were soon on hand. 

The crowd had increased to 2,000 persons, 
many being spectators, but the majority 
excited partisans. The ambulance surgeon 


had had hard work getting at his patient, |

New York, at the end of his one hundredth 
round trip across the Atlantic as a Cap- 
tain. At that time he was in charge of 
the liner Normannia, and had never fig- 
ured in an accident at sea. He succeeded 
Commodore Albers in command of the 
Fuerst Bismarck, when that officer as- 
sumed command of the Deutschland.

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|REFORMS IN ALKSHOUSE 


Commissioner Folks Makes a Re- 
port to the Mayor. 


Better Food for Inmates—City Saves 
6,487 Pounds of Bread a Month by 
Serving Thinner Slices. 


Commissioner Homer Folks of the De- 
partment of Public Charities has sent to 
Mayor J.ow his second quarterly report. 
The improvements: made in the hospitals 
and almshouses are set forth in detail. 
Commissioner Folks reports that during 
1901 the diet at the Almshouse was very 
seriously reduced below the amount re- 
quired for the proper nourishment of the 
sick and aged as indicated by dietary ta- 
bles prepared by experts. Referring to the 
improvements made in the diet, Commis- 
sioner Folks writes: 

“‘At the Almshouse on Blad&kwell’s Island 
particularly, in which the breakfast had 
consisted solely of bread and coffee, and 
the supper of bread and tea throughout the 
year, there is now provided in addition for 
the breakfast and supper, a, half ounce of 
butter daily for each inmate, a half ounce 
of syrup daily for each inmate, two ounces 
of oatmeal or' rice on Saturday mornings. 
and one ounce of prunes on Sunday after- 
noons. The dinrer remains as before except 
that the quantity has been increased.’’ 

Commissioner Folks shows by a table 
that in June, 1901, with an average census 
of 1,575 inmates there was used at the 
Almshouse 12,501 pounds of beef, and that 
during June, 1902, with a census of 1,533 in- 
mates, 16,475 pounds of beef was used. 
There are gains shown in the consumption 
of all other kinds of food given to the in- 
mates except bread, and Commissioner 
Folks states that instead of giving the 
peupers thick slices of bread, most of 
which was thrown away, he has estab- 
lished the custom of cutting bread slices 
not thicker than three-fourths of an inch, 
which, has resulted in a saving of 6,487 
pounds of bread in June at the Almshouse 
alone. White crockery has also replaced 
tin dishes. The report shows that under 
the new management the sum of $50 is 
saved every week on flour and $500 per 
month on meats, with much better quality 
and assortment for the inmates. 

Male nurses are to be relieved from duty 
in the male wards of the City Hospital 
and female nurses will take their places, as 
in all the leading private hospitals, accord- 
ing to Commissioner Folks. He reports 
that the various classes of male nurses in 
the Training School will be allowed to fin- 
ish their courses, and as each class is grad- 
uated its place will be taken by female 
nurses. Commissioner Folks reports that 
there has been an improvement in the care 
of patients since the female nurses have 
been hired. 

The prosecution of husbands who fail to 
support their wives and children is now be- 
ing carried on more vigorously and sys- 
tematically by the Department of Chari- 
ties. As a result the amount collected 
for the support of wives, children, and 
aged parents likely to become a charge 
upon the city has been increased from $1)),- 
569.87 during the second quarter of last 
year to $28,U80.29 during a like period this 
year. 

Commissioner Folks reports on the use of 
the Richmond County poor farm to which 
able-bodied paupers have been sent to do 
farm work. He says many of the able-bod- 
ied men took their discharge rather than go 
to the farm and work. 

The report contains a statement of the 
difficulty of obtaining satisfactory em- 

loyes in the lower grades of work. Many 
ave to be discharged for intoxication and 
insubordination. Commissioner Folks 
states that with a view of securing a bet- 
ter grade of service an employment agent 
has been at work since May 253 to secure 
from various employment agencies and 
charitable institutions a more reliable class 
of employes. Reporting on the work of 
the employment agent the Commissioner 
writes: 

“During the five weeks that have since 
elapsed, iwenty-two people of a very much 
better grade than those formerly employed 
have been secured in this manner. If it 
should be found possible, as now seems 
likely, to supplant. in this manner the for- 
mer notoriously unreliable service with 
respectable and reliable employes, the mo- 
rale of the department will be vastly im- 
proved.”

He stated to 
Magistrate Barlow, and in an affidavit, 
that on June Reginald Fry, a son of 
Herace B. Fry, drew a note payable to 
Rowe in three months at the Second Na- 
tional Bank of New York. Mr. Fry, he 


says, promised to have the note discounted 
by a member of the Stock Exchange. 
Thereupon Rowe deposited $3,800 with the 
First National Bank of Chicago. He then 
drew five checks, aggregating $135, against 
this fund, which the two Frys cashed. 
They did not get the thousand-dollar note 
discounted, whereupon Rowe says he with- 
drew the account from the Chicago bank, 
with the result that the checks were re- 
turned protested. Rowe says the money 
was to be used for expenses in underwrit- 
ing a bond issue of $350,000 for the Ameri- 
can Cereal Milling Company of Pearia, III.

Station, assigned to the Fire Marshal's 
office, reported that there had been two 
separate fires started—one in the parlor 
and the other in a bedroom two rooms 
away. The bedroom fire had been started 
in the tray of a trunk, and had been made 
with pitch pine splinters and a candle.
